{4 DEAD, 60 ILLINDAY 
IS CITY LIQUOR TOLL 


Drinking Casualties in Week- 
End Reach Highest Mark 
Since New Year’s. 


POISON SELLERS HUNTED 





“Five-Cent” Raw Alcohol From 
East Side Stills Blamed for 
Rise in Fatalities. 


Poisonous liquor took a toll of 
more lives yesterday than during 
any previous day this year, eleven 
deaths having: been, reported to the 
police and more than sixty persons 
were admitted to the psychopathic 
and alcoholic ward at Bellevue Hos- 
pital. 

Most of those who died and most 
of those who are now in a pre- 
carious . condition in. the hospital 
were found near the waterfront dis- 
trict of the lower east side, where, 
the police ‘and prohibition agents 
believe, the poison liquor is being 
manufactured or distributed. 

All parts of the city, however, con- 
tributed their quota of those affected 
by the poison, some being brought in 
from apartments in the nineties, the 
Bronx and the west side, both mid- 
town and uptown. 

Dr. Charles Norris, Chief Medical 
Examiner, ascribed the rise in the 
death toll to the increase in number 
of rivate stills in the slum districts 

the spread of the habit of drink- 
ing “smoke,’’ or raw alcohol to 
which has been added a chemical or 


flavoring to soften the ‘burning’ 
effect on the throat.

Contrasting the ‘‘unashamed Prot- 
estant intolerance and anti-Catholic 
prejudice”. with the “‘non-sectarian, 
non-partisan attitude of the Catholic 
Church’’..in the Presidential cam- 
paign, Dr. Arthur Wakefield Slaten, 
pastor of the West Side Unitarian 
Church in West. 110th Street, near 
Broadway, yesterday made a strong 
plea for a return to ‘‘traditional 
American religious tolerance.’’ 

Catholic political solidarity is a 
myth which only some Protestants 
believe as truth, he declared. He 
said he had made a comprehensive 
survey of what the Catholic press is 
saying about a Catholic Presidential 
candidate, but did not find, he said, 
‘ single appeal in a Catholic organ 

for Catholic political solidarity, . 

“With some notable exceptions, the 
Protestant reaction to Governor 
Smith’s nomination is very disap- 
pointing. I think many Protestants 
have cause to be wholesomely 
ashamed of themselves. Will the 
Catholics also have reason to be 
ashamed? I think not, as the study 
of the Catholic attitude will prove. 

“All Catholic papers. regret the 
recrudescence of anti-Catholic feel- 
ing and the circulation of anti-Catho- 
lic propaganda. They are temperate, 
however, in their reaction and ex- 
press ity for the wrong-headedness 
of their detractors and believe that 
all that is needed ‘« *** enlighter- 
ment of the non-Catholic public as to 
what the Catholic Church in America 
really. is.”” 

Denies Bigotry in Pulpits. 

The Rev. Dr. Ralph W. Sockman 
spoke on the intolerance charges as 
pastor of the Madison Avenue Meth- 
odist Church, at Sixtieth Street. 

“Four months ago,”’ he said, “‘the 
word bigotry was seldom heard in 
our midst. Religious circles were 
Ppriding themselves on the growing 
spirit of tolerance. Practically gone 
was that emotional effervescence, 
the Ku Klux Kian, which had arisen 
from the mixture of prejudice, mis- 
information and commercialism. 
Broadmindedness was a virtue to 
which all religionists were laying 
claim. 

“And now the charge of bigotry 
is being so bandied about that a 
foreigner. might think America was 
the Jand of -_religious fanatics. 
Whence arose this barrage of big- 
otry? In newspapers, on street cor- 
ners and by political speakers we 
are told that preachers are turning 
politicians. 

‘“‘All that I have seen leeds me to 
conclude that it is the politicians, 
not the preachers, who are respon- 
sible for raising the religious issue 
in the present campaign ’ 


Reisner Blames “Politicians.” 


The view of the Rev.’Dr. Christian 
F. Reisner was expressed last night 
in his sermon at Chelsea Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Broadway and 
178th Street.

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MAKING THE NEGRO A PAWN. 

Into Secretary HOOVER’s ‘speech on 
Saturday, especially “directed to the 
South, were inserted several minor 
statements, or pledges, which did 
not attract much attention, though 
they deserve it. One of them was 
the following: “ I believe in the merit 
“system of the civil service, and I 
“believe further that appointive of- 
“ fices must be filled by those ‘who 
“ deserve the confidence and respect 
“of the communities they. serve.” 
This sounds harmless‘ efough, but 
in Southern ears it can mean only 
cne thing. Just now in the South 
the negro question is more violently 
debated than. for years. And it is 
certain that this quiet utterance by 
Mr. Hoover will be taken there as 
tantamount to a promise not to ap- 
point colored men as postmasters, 
United States Marshals or Federal 
Collectors of Internal Revenue. It 
will be regarded as confirmation: of 
the many reports that, if Mr. Hoo- 
VER is elected President, the Repub- 
lican organization in the South will 
be virtually “lily white.” 

This is fully in line with a great 
deal of Republican campaigning now 
going on in the South. Strange as 
it may seem, an effort is made to 

‘show that the Democrats are moré 
favorable to the political and social 
aspirations of the black man than 
are the Republicans. A full-page 
advertisement has been inserted in 
several Southern newspapers with 
the heading, “ AL SMITH, the Negro 
Lover.” It details some of the al- 
jeged favors shown . by , Governor 
SMITH to colored men in New York, 
and explains in large type that “ AL 
“SMITH is the worst foe of White 
“Supremacy in public life in the 
*“ United States today.” To us in the 
North this may seem fantastic. But 
it is a serious business in the South. 
It may be said that the whole is 
merely a political manoeuvre, de- 
signed for the coming election only, 
after which;it will, be. dropped. But 
such movements, calculated as they 
are to renew and intensify racial 
animosities, create evils whic’ ‘live 
after them. The chief sufferers from 
them are only too likely to be. the 
colored men themselves, whom it is 
thus sought to make use of insin- 
cerely by the campaigners of the 
two parties.

polo supremacy as it has not been 
menaced since 1914, three old maxims 
of sport and war have again proved 
themselves true: When fighting in 
the last ditch, as Captain HiTcH- 
COCK’s team was fighting, the best 
defense is offense; victory still gen- 
erally comes to the side with the 
heaviest battalions; and youth armed 
with’ ability and experience will not 
be. denied. 

Substitution of the youthful Hopr- 
PING for the veteran STEVENSON; 
with the decision of HITCHCOCK to 
shift his own position to the back 
field, gave the American forwards 
that opportunity to turn their ponies’ 
tails to the ball which is the pre- 
requisite for aggressive play and 
swept the horsemen from Argentina 
into disorder and defeat. The in- 
vaders were limited to the players 
and, with one exception, to the 
ponies they brought from their own 
far country, while the Americans 
had twice as many top goal players 
and many more mounts to select 
from. None of these factors dims 
the brilliant victory of the defenders, 
for such advantages are necessarily 
against the invading side. But they 
were in the mind of Captain HITCH- 
cock .when he said truthfully that 
United States polo had met no more 
dangerous opposition for a great 
many ‘years than was offered by the 
riders from Argentina. 

However, had the resources on 
both sides been the same, it is doubt- 
ful whether any four men assem- 
bled could have defeated the young 
American centaurs at Meadow Brook 
on Saturday. The last desperate 
shift, whereby HOPPING came in to 
speed the American forward attack 
and HITCHCOCK dropped back to keep 
the ball in opposition territory proved 
magical. All four of the . United 
States players were at top form and 
their dashing aggression soon split 
the precise teamwork and shattered 
the hopes of the invaders. The name 
of the younger’ HOPPING entered the 
polo firmament as a fixed star, and 
supremacy in the most brilliant of 
sports remains .in the United States 
after “a Season of anxiety and con- 
troversy. 


BRITISH LABOR MODERATE. 


Just before last week’s meeting of 
the British Labor Party, The Satur- 
day Review drew a pleasant little 
contrast between it and the Con- 
servatives. The latter, it appears, 
have a “ machine,” or. party organ- 
ization, which is not allowed to 
have its way against the real lead- 
ers. Thus the Conservative rank 
and file plainly wish to embark 
upon a policy of protection, but 
Prime Minister BALDWIN will rfot be 
dictated to on that subject. The 
Saturday Review expected the con- 
vention of the Labor Party to show 
the reverse process, and groaned in, 
spirit over the spectacle of Mr. RAM- 
SAY MACDONALD “yielding to pres 
sure from below.” 

That, however, is precisely what 
he did not do, He set his face reso- 
lutely against: permitting his party 
to have either part or lot with the 
Communists, and also argued down, 
and persuaded the party representa-|* 
tives to. vote down, the “wild men” 
from Glasgow and the others con- 
stituting the dissatisfied Left Wing 
of the Labor Party. On the whole, 
Mr. MACDONALD’s display of respon- 
sible leadership at Birmingham was 
as convincing as that of Mr. Batp- 
WIN at Yarmouth. 

All British ‘parties are busy ‘pre-|' 
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~ | which do not demand high expendi- 
| ture, whether financial or oratorical, 
to keep them in line. They would 
‘also naturally favor the more soft- 
spoken program of the Labor Party 


{in the coming election. 


Neither its leaders nor members 
delude themselves into thinking that 
it is possible for them to obtain a 
majority of the House of Commons. 
The most they hope for is such an 
increase of strength as, with the 


} Liberals, also probably somewhat 


stronger, to. be able to harry the 
Conservative Party; with its reduced 
numbers, and ultimately to vote 
it. out of office,as was done once 
before by a coalition between the 
Liberals and the Labor Party. Such 
a coalition is not on the cards at 
present, being repudiated in advance 
by both of the former parties to it. 
But circumstances may yet compel 
it. In the end, it may be hoped that 
the. unhappy three-party system will 
give way ‘to the old method of con- 
ducting the English Government by 
the alternation of. two main parties 
in power. 


LOOKS MORE NATURAL. 

The September financial state- 
ments of the two party committees 
remove at least one curiosity from 
this most curious of campaigns. 
That was the spectacle of the Dem- 
ocratic committee in possession of 
assets greater than the Republican. 
For the last two months of Summer 
this anomaly endured, but now the 
Republicans have taken their accus- 
tomed place at the head of the cam- 
paigni: collection line, and Demo- 
cratic veterans of the battles of 1920 
and 1924 have quit rubbing their 
eyes. For in 1920 it was a weekly 
toss-up whether the headquarters 
stenographic staff could be paid, 
and on election day a pessimistic 
landlord barred Chairman WHITE 
and his aides from their rooms. 

Things are by no means financial- 
ly lean at either headquarters, but 
the September reports show that 
there will have to be an intensive 
collection campaign by both if the 
budgets of approximately $3,000,000 
each are to be realized. At the close 
of accounts Sept. 1 the Democrats 
had received $1,392,920, as against 
$1,733,289 gathered by the Republi- 
cans. Finance Chairman LEHMAN 
must soméhow find $1,600,000 more, 
and Finance Chairman MILBANK is 
looking for about $1,300,000. That 
large’ givers are by no means ex- 
hausted was proved after the Sep- 
tember accounts closed at headquar- 
ters, when THOMAS FORTUNE RYAN 
sent in $60,000. Chairman RASKOB, 
HARRY PAYNE WHITNEY and CHARLES 
A. CLARK, son of the late Senator 
from Montana, each had given $50,- 
000 when the Democrats closed their 
September books, and B. M. Ba- 
RUCH’s odd ‘total of $13,590 implies 
that something will yet be done by 
him to make a full, round set of 
ciphers. But the most heartening 
fact to the Democrats is that $38,962 
came during the month in sums of 
less than $100 each. The absence 
of these small contributors had been 
the feature of both committee state- 
ments. In their report made at 
Washington the previous day, the 
Republicans showed also a number 
of small donations. 


CITIZENSHIP THROUGH 


LIBRARIES. 


Among the numerous agencies at 
work for the foreign-born population 
jin this country the public libraries 
are one of the most effective though 
least conspicuous. Turning immi- 
grants. into.American citizens is a 
labor requiring many hands. The va- 
rious social organizations and Gov- 
ernment bureaus do a large share. 

Foreign-language- newspapers and 

bilingual press assist helpfully. 
‘Welfare workers and public-health 
societies, schools and medical clinics 
‘are allotted a generous part in the 


business of working foreigners over 


into an ‘indivisible part of our popu- 
lation.: ‘The public libraries should 
receive similar praise for their quiet, 
persistent effort in that direction. 

A merit peculiar to their work is 
its eye disinterestedness. — ‘The 
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|reports that they usually begin by 


taking out books in their own lan- 
guage. As they grow accustomed to 
English they try a few American 


for her knowledge of their needs. 


to confide special problems to her. 
She gives the men books explaining 
how to rent or lease or buy prop- 
erty; how to farm in America; how 
to take out citizenship papers; how 
to buy various kinds of insurance. 
| She provides their wives with infor- 
mation on such simple and neces- 
sary matters as how to buy gro- 
ceries, meats and drugs. Books on 
the health of the family, the care of 
infants and the making of clothes 
enjoy rapid circulation among the 
women. 

When Morris GEST gave the total 
proceeds of one performance of “‘ The 
Miracle” to the Boston Public Li- 
brary, he wrote: “The fact that 1 
“am able to dictate this letter in the 
“English language I owe. to the Bos- 
“ton Public Library.” Thousands of 
foreign-born Americans could and 
do say the same thing. Too old and 
too busy making a living to go to 
school, they learn English through 
books borrowed from the libraries. 


IF YOU DO NOT REGISTER— 


Whatever the outcome of the elec- 
tion, it is not likely this year to 
go by default. Here, as elsewhere 
throughout the country, the interest 
in the campaign is unusually in- 
tense. It is well to remind would-be 
voters that in New York City per- 
sonal registration is required, and 
that this is the week for them to 
attend to that formality. The list 
of registration places will be pub- 
lished daily in the newspapers. They 
will be open from 5 P. M. to 10:30 
P. M. on weekdays from Oct. 8 to 
Oct. 12, and from 7 A. M. to 10:30 
P.M. on Saturday, Oct. 13.. At the 
same time that he registers the 
voter will be given his opportunity 
to enroll under his chosen political 
party. 

A qualified voter is a citizen twen- 
ty-one years of age who has been 
an inhabitant of the State for a 
year, a resident of the county for 
four months and a resident of the 
election district for thirty days. All 
these requirements date from elec- 
tion day, Nov. 6. Even though 
Oct. 1 may have been “moving 
day,” therefore, it offers no bar to 
registration and the exercise of the 
franchise by an otherwise qualified 
voter so long as the move was con- 
fined within county limits—from 
one apartment to another in Man- 
hattan, for example. A man could 
make such a shift of his domicile 
any time last week and still vote. 
If, however, he became a resident of 
this city at some time since the first 
week in July, or has moved from one 
county to another within its borders 
since that time, he is out of it. 

There are special provisions for 
“new voters,” naturalized citizens 
and others. 


CLASS DISTINCTIONS IN RUSSIAN 


UNIVERSITIES, 


In America the social tone of the 
colleges is generally set by the stu- 
dents who come from the homes of 
the well-to-do, the intellectuals, the 
prominent—the intelligentsia and 
the bourgeoisie. Individuals of hum- 
blest origin frequently pass all social 
barriers because of innate personal 
qualities, but they do not often set 
the standards. Colleges and univer- 
sities generally seek to insure the 
attendance of a considerable quota 
of the latter class, offering oppor- 
tunities to them to work their way 
or granting scholarships to assist 
the most promising. The current 
Who’s Who states that of those men- 
tioned in its pages who furnished 
educational data, 77 out of every 100 
attended college. 

In Russia, as reported by a corre- 
spondent of The London Observer, 
effort is made to make sure that at 
least 65 per cent. of the students 
shall be of pure proletarian origin. 
The manual workers and their chil- 
dren are the “ privileged class.” In 
theory, it is stated that “it is al- 
“most as easy for a camel to pass 
“ through the eye of a needle as for 
“the son or daughter of a wealthy 
“man to pass the argus-eyed recep- 
“ tion commissions which guard the 
“portals of the Russian universi- 
“ ties.” In practice, however, the 
children of the educated and middle- 
class families—the specialists and 
other non-proletarians—often come 
better prepared, and it is, or would 
be, difficult to maintain the prole- 
tarian ratio if scholastic. merit were 
made the sole basis for admission. 
Exception is often made in favor of 
youths from the families of profes- 


}| sors, engineers and other educated 


‘persons, The rich nepman’s chil-

where many foreigners live is chosen

With a delicate 
irony Dr. WoRK at once waves away 
and beckons to these curious allies. 
In the view of many, the belated 
and benighted wagers of religious 
war are guiltless of intelligence. But 
Dr. WORK was safe in assuming that 
such is not their own view of them- 
selves; and who expects him strictly 
to adhere to his self-denying ordi- 
nance? If votes can be counted, they 
will be welcome. It ill befits a cam- 
paign manager to turn up a preci- 
sian’s nose at the odor of their 
origin.

“ Romanized "? Dr. WORK is cleverer 
than we thought.

Limitation Without Method. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 


Times of Sept. 24 on the interna- 
tional narcotics situation freely 
quotes John P. Gavit—the same high 
authority who within a year has esti- 
mated that the output of the world’s 
narcotic drugs factories is at the 
very least ten times in excess of the 
world’s legitimate requirements. 

It is true, to be sure, that this 
country has not ratified the new Ge- 
neva Opium Convention, but for you 
to describe that convention as a 
“new campaign of world-wide reach 
to limit the manufacture,” &c., 
narcotic drugs, appears precisely to

To be more explicit, the Geneva 
convention, as well as its predeces- 
sor, the Hague convention. of 1912, 
bind their adherents ‘‘to limit execlu- 
sively to medical and scientific pur- 
poses the manufacture’’ of the vari- 
ous drugs.

Bishop at Cathedral. 


‘HOLDS ‘FAIR TRIAL’ NEEDED 


Youth Wilt Support Reform, the 
Episcopal Prelate Believes—Sees 
Modification Possible, 


Prohibition is a great benefit to 
the nation and it can and will be 
enforced, Bishop William T, Manning 
said in his sermon yesterday at the 
Episcopal Cathedral of St. John the 


EN| Divine. There. was no reference to 
AS the Presidential candidates or politi- 
n| cal parties. The subject was dis- 


cussed, as he said, simply as ‘a 
eey moral issue Sirectiy Ufecting 
lives and homes of our people.’’ 


Text of Bishop’s Sermon. 


The text of Bishop Manning’s ser- 
mon follows: 

‘‘Say nothing but the truth.” 

That is what I am going to try to 
do this morning upon a subject 
which is of great importance to the 
moral life of our country, which 
ought to be discussed with calm- 
ness and fairness, but which seems 
to excite in many people violent 
prejudice and passion—I mean the 
subject of the prohibition laws. 

old it right to speak upon this 
subject at this time because it is 
a great moral issue directly affect- 
ing the lives and homes of our 
people. 

There are some people who seem 
to hold the view—I get letters ex- 
fh that view, a good many of 

em; it seems to be reflected in 
much of our press—that any utter- 
ance against prohibition is honest 
and courageous, while any utter- 
ance in support of it is either ig- 
norant or hypocritical. .Imputations 
of that sort are, of course, absurd. 
Opposition to this law is no infal- 
lible badge of honesty. Those who 
support it may be quite as honest 
as those who oppose it, and I can- 
not see that it requires any great 
degree of courage to denounce the 
oe law in the City of New 


For my part, I can only tell you 
what I believe to be the truth about 
this question. Each one must form 
his own judgment, but each one of 
us is responsible for forming, so 
far as he can, a right judgment, 
and for helping thus to create a 
right public sentiment in this im- 
portant matter. 


Holds Eight-Year Trial too Short. 


I did not myself vote for the pro- 
hibition law and for some time 
doubted its advisability very strong- 
ly, but I have been brought by my 
own observation and inquiry to be- 
lieve that it is bringing much bene- 
fit to our people as a whole, and 
will bring more in course of time. 
Eight years is an excecdingly short 
on Sa for such an undertaking as 

s. 

For the sake of clearness I will 
state my views on this subject un- 
der the following heads: 

First, prohibition is the law 
adopted by the overwhelming ma- 
jority of our people after long con- 
sideration and discussion, and, 
judged by its results on the whole, 
it is a good law. It is one of the 
greatest efforts toward moral and 
social betterment that have ever 
been attempted, and our action in 
making this effort is influencing 


the thought of the world. 


Second, some great and serious 
evils have resulted from this law, 
but these evils are often exagger- 
ated by those who oppose the law, 
and most of these evils are due not 
to the law itself but to failure to 
serve and enforce it. Most of those 
who oppose and even. disobey the 
law admit that it would be a bene- 
fit to our country if it were proper- 
ly observed. What is now needed is 
not abandonment of the undertak- 
ing when we have only just begun 
it, but more earnest effort for en- 
forcement of the law and more 
thorough and impartial investiga- 
tion of the facis relating to it. 


Declares Law Can Be Enforced. 


Third, the assertions that this 
law cannot be enforced come, most 
of them, from those who do not 
wish the law to be enforced, who 
never have wanted it enforced, and 
who admit that they hope to see 
is repealed on the ground that it 
cannot be enforced. As to the pos- 
sibility of enforcement, I agree 
with the statement made a few 
days ago by Mr. Thomas A. Edison 
that it can be enforced reasonably 
well if proper effort is made, and 
that it is already better enforced 
than some of our other laws, as for 
example the law against narcotics 
and the law against hold-ups. I 
think Mr. Edison also gave tersely 
and truly the answer to the con- 
tention that this law should be re- 
pealed. because it is an encroach- 
ment upon pérsonal liberty. Mr. 
Edison said, as reported, what is 
civilization. anyway but a restraint 
on.personal liberty? If liberty were 
to run wild we would have no ad- 
vancement. Civilization becomes 
better only as we curb liberty in 
the interest of the general welfare. 
Of course, we -do it in everything. 

Fourth, as to the actual working 
of the law my work as Bishop takes 
me into every part of this city and 
my. belief, ed on observation 
and inquiry, is that hampered as 
enforcement is here from the fact 
that we have no State enforcement 
act, and strong as the sentiment 
against the law is in this city, the 
conditions are nevertheless better 
than they were in the old days be- 
fore prohibition was adopted. I 
see less drunkenness in the streets 
and public places, and. my friends 
of the Salvation Army, who are in 
very close and constant contact 
with these conditions, tell me that 
in every department of their work 
they find great improvement as a 
resultof prohibition. And there is 
one part of their work ‘that has 
entirely disappeared, and that is 
the’ picking up of drunks out of 
the gutter. “To the plain people, 
who are the life of our country, I 
believe this law. has already brought 
great. benefit. It has done great 
things for the women and children 
in the homes of the wage workers 
of our land. I co tg it because of 
the benefits that it is bringing to 
the lives and homes of the plain 
people. And in those circles of so- 
ciety where 2 tion to the law 
has pronounced there 
are T think s sotne signs of a change 
of feeling.

evermore, that I make not my 
brother to stumble.” St. Paul does 
not say that eating meat is a sin, 
or that there is anything wron 
in itself. What he says is that 
eating meat causes his brother to 
stumble he will eat meat no more 
forever. 

In view of the misery that the 
drink evil has brought to our race, 
and of what mothers, children and 
fathers have suffered from it; in 
view of the admitted fact that its 
suppression would mean the reduc- 
tion of poverty, vice, disease and 
crime, ought we not to wish to see 
prohibition fully and fairly tried, 
and to use our influence to secure 
for it a full and fair trial? I be- 
lieve that the American people as 
a whole are determined to give it 
such trial and that in the light of 
that trial there will be few who 
will wish to see the LHighteenth 
Amendment repealed. 

Can any one doubt that the full 
observance of this law would be 
for the moral and spiritual good of 
our people as well as their material 
good? Shall we not then do our 
part to secure its observance and 
willingly make such sacrifices of 
our personal liberty as may be in- 
volved for the sake of the com- 
mon good? 


NEW DEVICE TO COMBAT 
PERIL OF BROKEN RAILS 


An electrial device expected to elim- 
inate a principal source of railroad 
accidents, that of the broken rail, has 
been perfected by Elmer A. Sperry, 
inventor of the gyroscope and many 
other appliances, and will be demon- 
strated this week on the lines of 
some of the principal railroads in 
the East. 

The American Railway Association, 
which yesterday announced the plans 
for the tests, termed the device ‘‘one 
of the most important safety moves 
in years, which will add a new fac- 
tor of security to the work already 
done in decreasing the number of 
broken rails.”’ 

Mr. Sperry’s machine {fs built on 
what resembles a covered hand car 
and proceeds along the rails at about 
seven miles an hour. When it reaches 
a rail in which a crack exists the 
sensitive electrical appliance is af- 
fected and a stream of white paint 
is automatically released. 

As the car travels on the track an 
electrical current passes through the 
rails. The most minute crack inter- 
rupts the current and the interrup- 
tion is picked up by brushes above 
the rail which are part of the detect- 
ing device. Vacuum tubes magnify 
the interruption about 6,000 times, 
producing enough energy to squirt 
the paint on the rail and at the same 
time register the es with pen and 
ink on a chart. ils thus marked 
with the paint are then replaced. 

The committee which passed on the 
device for the American Railway As- 
sociation comprises representatives 
of the following railroads: New York 
Central Lines, Pennsylvania, Balti- 
more & Ohio, Union. Pacific, Cana- 
dian National, Rock Island, Illinois 
Central, Boston & Maine and Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul.

Prosecutor and Staff Work All Day 
to Be Ready for Resumption 
of Case Today. 


Testimony dealing with real estate 
investments by former © Borough 
President Connolly. of Queens may 
be introduced by Emory R. Buck- 
ner, special Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral, today or later this week at the 
trial of Connolly and former Sewer 
Engineer Seely, on charges: of con- 
spiracy with the late John M. Phil- 
lips, sewer pipe manufacturer, to de- 
fraud the city on sewer contracts, 
it was. reported. yesterday. 

The prosecution will try to show 
that Connolly invested large sums 
of money in excess of what could be 
expected in.view of his salary as 
Borough President, and without any 
other plausible explanation of where 
the money, came from during, the 
period when Phillips, according to 
the testimony, was making millions 
of dollars of graft from his Queens 
sewer pipe monopoly. 

Thus far, in the two weeks the 
trial has already consumed, the 
prosecution has not shown that Con- 
nolly or Seely actually received: any 
money from Phillips or from the 
sewer contractors to whom Phillips 
sold his pipe, but it was testified 
that the former borough officials, 
now on trial, were responsible for 
the change of the sewer contract 
specifications in 1917 which gave 
Phillips a virtual monopoly on all 
sewer pipe used for the $29,500,000 
worth of sanitary sewers constructed 
in Queens from 1917 to 1927. 

The prosecution also has shown 
that Connolly awarded all the con- 
tracts for sewer construction, on 
which, the evidence has indicated, 
Phillips in those ten years grafted 
upward of $10,000,000 in excess of a 
fair and reasonable profit as indi- 
cated by market prices of the same 
pipe outside of Queens during that 
period. 

Mr. Buckner also has shown that 
on certain occasions contractors 
whose bids had been rejected by 


Connolly paid Phillips large sums of 
money and thereupon promptly re- 
ceived Connolly’s approval to con- 
traets or to assignments of contracts 
for public works. He also has shown 
close relationship between gg 
and Queens Borough Hall during 
Connolly Administration, at times di- 
rectly and at other times through 
intermediaries. 

Mr. Buckner and his staff of 
legal assistants—John M. Havlan, 
chief of staff; J. Edward Lumbard, 
Horace G. Hitchcock, Herman T. 
Stichman and Carl A. Newton— 
worked all day yesterday pre ng 
for the presentation of the evidence 
which today and tomorrow will 
mark the climax of the State’s case 
against Connolly and Seely 

Since the very begining of the 
investigation of the Queens sewer 
contracts at Governor Smith’s direc- 
tion nearly a year ago, Mr. Buckner 
has been assisted by this staff of 
young lawyers in analyzing the con; 
tracts and other evidence. Mr; 
Buckner divided the case into sec- 
tions and assigned one young assis- 
tant to analyize each section of 
documentary evidence and to inter- 

view the contractors and other wit- 
nesses who knew anything about 
that section of the case. 

The first witness to take the stand 
this morning is expected to be James 
Gallo, sewer contractor, who testi- 
fied last Friday that he had built 
twenty-five sewers in Queens. 

It is expected that Connolly and 
Seely will put in separate defenses 
after the prosecution completes its 
case tomorrow or Wednesday. Max 
D. Steuer, Chief Counsel for Con- 
nolly, and Dana Wallace, Chief 
Counsel for Seely, are expected to 
emphasize that e State has failed 
to prove that Phillips or any sewer 

contractor paid anything to Connol- 
ly or Seely in order to influence the 
award of contracts or the use of 
Phillips’s pipe.

TOBACCO SITUATION BETTER 


Fruit and Sugar Needs Temporarily 
Met—Red Cross Will Begin a 
Work-for-Food Policy Today.

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Oct. 7.— 
At the beginning of the, fourth week 
following the hurricane, Porto Rico 
is without the complete reconstruc- 
tion program necessary for the re- 
covery of its agriculture. The citrus 
fruit growers, however, in an effort 
to meet their own needs, have formed 
a credit corporation with $200,000 
eapital, designed to provide $2,000,000 
credit if needed, and sugar needs are 
believed to be provided for tempo- 
rarily. 

The situation on the other hand is 
less hopeful for the individual tobac- 
co and coffee. planters, with the prob- 
lem of the latter causing the great- 


est concern. 

The large tobacco planters, par- 
ticularly the corporations, have well 
under way the new seed beds nec- 
essary for the coming crop, which 
should be in the ground by the end 
of December. The coffee men, who 
estimate that they can recover from 
the storm in dour or five years, with 
proper financial aid, so far are un- 


financed. A Federal appropriation for 


them seems the likeliest course. This 
would be in addition to. new agricul- 
tural credits. 

The coffee loss is conservatively 
estimated at $30,000,000, including 
the period till the plantations can be 
restored. It is considered that these 
should be on a better productive 
basis then than ever before. Their 
restoration, however, involves for 
the present a major problem, and in- 
dications are that an adequate plan 


€/*>5 solve it probably will be the last 


to be formulated, due to the com- 
plexity of the question. 

The Red Cross; after almost three 
full weeks of emergency relief, be- 
Heves that even the most remote of 
the needy in the mountains have 
been reached and are included in the 
total of 580,000 who are. being ra- 
tioned. As an additional 100,000 are 
caring for themselves, the d 
total Sealine Governor Town- 
er’s estimate after the storm that 
700.000 were in need of assistance, 

Medical and nursing aid has so far 
checked the spread of the three 
major diseases, influenza, typhoid 
and malaria, although it has not de- 
creased the number of har sick. Di- 
rector Baker says thatthe health 
situation is grave but not alarming.

PLANNING TO HELP 
BRITISH STEEL TRADE 


Talk of Providing Credits to 


Stimulate Exports—Some Re- 
vival in ‘Heavy Industries.’

LONDON, Oct. 5.—The ‘“heavy’’ 
British trades are showing greater 


‘activity. The general condition of 


the coal trade is slightly better; ‘the 
textile industry, although somewhat 
restrained by uncertainty regarding 
the American cotton crop, displays 
greater confidence, and the iron 
trade is being stimulated by sub- 
stantial foreign buying. 

The scheme for assisting British 
export trade in steel is being dis- 
cussed; ‘with the Iron and Steel Fed- 
eration taking a leading part. Much 
secrecy is being observed regarding 
the plans, but it is understood. that 
these aim principally at providing 
steel makers with funds necessary 
for granting credit to foreign coun- 
tries in return for contracts. Im- 
portant business has sometimes had 
to be refused, owing to the lack of 
financial facilities which would per- 
mit the granting of such credit, 
which it may be recalled has been 
a prominent feature of the big match 
combines. Match monopolies have 
been secured in several instances in 
return for loans to countries whose 
Governments were in need of credit, 
and some such principle can, it is 
urged, be profitably applied to the 
steel trade. 


BRITISH STOCKS RISE, 
DESPITE GOLD EXPORT 


Shares in Which New York Is

LONDON, Oct. 5.—In spite of anxi- 
eties over the foreign exchange posi- 
tion, the London stock market re- 
mains active and, for the most part, 
strong.

BERLIN, Oct. 5.—The Reichsbank 
authorities protest that ther individ- 
/ uala toward the large import 
of British gold hasbeen purely pas- 
sive. They state that the Bank can- 
not refuse to buy gold. when offered 
at the legal price, and President 
Schacht adds that he naturally. can- 
not...discriminate.. between .. English 
and other gold. He sees, however, no 
reason to believe that the Bank of 
England objects to the large gold 
export movement. 

Nevertheless, the market has a 
suspicion that the Reichsbank has 


iii covertly. favored the gold import 


movement. because of a feeling that 
it may later on be compelled to ex- 
port. gold when the-large cash trans- 
fers on reparations accounts are 
made. That was what happened 
after the cash transfer of April, 1927. 
Germany’s imports of British gold 
for the year to date are estimated at 
£11,000,000 or about. $50,000,000. Im- 
ports of Russian gold, according to 
the official statement, have been 93,- 
000,000 rubles or about $46,000,000. 
Apparently the latter gold was not 
taken directly from the Moscow 
State Bank, whose latest returns 
show the decline in metallic reserve 
since the beginning of the year to 
have been only 12,000,000 rubles. 

The fact that, at a time when Ger- 


man trade is reactionary, the total 
of Reichsbank discounts should ex- 
ceed that of the June quarter and 
that the note circulation has now 
reached a new high level evokes un- 
favorable comment. The present cir- 
culation of Reichsbank and Renten 
bank notes is 5,400 million marks, 
whereas one year ago, at the climax 
of the German trade boom, it was 
only 5,179 million. The latest in- 
crease in the Reichsbank’s note is- 
sués, however, was an indirect result 


of the gold imports, and is, therefore, 


well covered. 

The gold reserve at the end of Sep- 
tember amounted to 49.6 of outstand- 
ing circulation; a vear ago it was 
44.3. Attention has been called to 
the fact that in the five pre-war 
years the gold cover of Reichsbank 
notes averaged 64.3; but the reason 
then was that so great a part of the 
hand to hand German circulation 
consisted of coined gold that the de- 
mand for notes was relatively small.

BERLIN GOLD IMPORTS 
SURPRISE EUROPEANS 


Other Continental Markets Con- 
sider Them to Have Been Arti- 
ficially Stimulated.

AMSTERDAM, Oct. 5.—On_ this 
market the unexpectedly large Ger- 
man withdrawals of gold from Lon- 
don have been followed with the 
greatest interest. Generally, Amster- 
dam bankers hold the opinion that 
the German purchases are largely 
artificial in character, and that they 
conflict with the recent understand- 
ing between the central banks. 

There seems to be no doubt in 
financial ‘circles here that the Ger- 
man Reichsbank has been directly 
stimulating this gold import through 
granting special facilities for ‘‘arbi- 
traging’”’ gold, and that it is further- 
more supporting the quotation of the 
mark by selling foreign bills. The 
outgo of gold from London to Ger- 
many, which has aggregated £10,- 
000,000, is now, however, believed 
to be terminating, as the mark is 
now moving less favorably to Berlin. 
There is reason to believe that Lon- 
don exchange circles have been some- 
what embarrassed by the volume of 
the gold exports, especially since fur-

airs| Full Cash Payment Will Be Re- 


quired Before Issuing Work 
~~—Banks More Cautious. 


The investigation by the Architects’ 
League of Northern New Jersey of 
financial and other factors affecting | 
building prosperity immediately west 
ofthe Hudson River has been com- 
pleted and the findings were an- 
nounced yesterday through Allen E. 
Beals in the Dow Service Daily Build- 
ing Reports. ‘The league has found 
that North Jersey institutions and in- 
dividuals granting building loans on 
mortgages are becoming constantly 
more rigid when it comes to making 
future commitments, due to the fact 
that too many of them are finding it 

cumbersome to carry the increasing 
number 2" Pine i resulting from 
ecessary foreclosure proceedings. 
“This activity in foreciosure pro- 
ceedings,’’ the league reveals, “has 
been brought about in no small meas- 
ure by speculative builders or ‘shoe- 
stringers,’ who have tried to go 
through with building operations in 
New Jersey as they have been ac- 
customed to do in New Youk City— 
namely, without the use of one penny 
of their own money. 

“Their method has been to obtain 
a large first mortgage and a similar 


46 second mortage equal to, and some- 


times even larger in amount than, 
the actual cost of the entire opera- 
tion, even including the land. 


Fees Are Too Large. 


“To attain this end it has been 
found that they readily entered into 


agreements to pay exorbitant fees 
and bonuses, icularly for second 
mo es. eir program, calling 
for the erection of several buildings, 
is to obtain mortgage payments and 
withhold .part of the payments due 
to subcontractors and building mate- 
rial firms, and then abandon the op- 
eration or refuse to make further 
payments to those who supp: plied labor 
or materials until the building is 
sold, In this process the projector of 
the enterprise proceeds to. abandon 
all interest in the outcome of the o 
eration, since he has received a suffi 
cient sum out of the first payment to 
satisfy his ideas of ‘profit.’ 

“It has been found that this type 
of builder has even been successful 
in obtaining plans and specifications 
pies architects without making any 

t or payment for them save 
cond Bs ny he has promised the archi- 
ect to pay for both the plans and 
ifications when he received his 

rst mortgage payment. 

ee tltenceieeth any such suggested 
plan will be sign and symbol enough 
to the members of the Architects’ 
League of Northern New Jersey that 
the proponent is not to be encour- 
aged to build under any circum- 
stances, in this part of the State at 
least, and they will insist upon full 
cash payment before issuing’ any 
work to such men. Furthermore, the 
are now prepared to cooperate * with 
subcontractors and building material 
supply firms anywhere in discourag- 
ing this type of builder by denying 
him credit. 

“Another practice revealed by the 
investigating was that when this 

type of builder has erected several 
buildin in. a community and the 
subcontractors and material supply 
firms have become acquainted with 
the individual, he then forms a com- 
pany and moves his scene of opera- 
tions to another section and, by dum- 
mies, repeats the operation. Here 

the architects of this league 

are prepared to cooperate with sub- 
contractors and building material 
supply firms. 


Foreclosures Depress Market. 


‘Investigation has furthermore 
shown that large numbers of build- 
ings held idle through foreclosure 


proceedings is ‘depressing the general 
prosperity of the building construc- 
tion industry of this section of the 
metropolitan district, and the build- 
ing projector with goad credit and 
sound financial backing is discour- 
aged from entering into active build- 
ing construction on the assumption 
that there is no market for the type 
of building he proposes to erect. The 
result is that material and rbcon- 
tractors find themselves with tco 
many undesirable accounts and not 
enough good ones. 

*‘We have a report that there are 
900 one-family new residences on the 
market in Northern New Jersey. If 
that is correct, it is well to take this 
fact into consideration and not try 
to force building operations until 
they can be conducted on a better 
eredit basis, that is, taking particu- 
lar care in granting credit and. de- 
manding that builders or operators 
show a reasonable equity in the: un- 
dertaking and, at least, own the land 
on which the building is to stand, 
free and clear. 

“The league also believes that the 
vrojector who cannot at least pay 
for plans and specifications must. be 
forced out of such a market, as this 
is a certain and sure indication, thet 
he is undesirable as a rea'ty devel- 
oper in our section of the State. 

“Finally. the architects of this 
Teague are. determined to have noth- 
ine to do with these overators.and 
will not grant any credit to them. 
We are interested in encouraging a 
hizher type of building construction, 
which mearns'a higher type of overa- 
tor, builder and owner, to build: in 
New Jersey; and to this end we must 
eonfidentiv exvect the cooneration of 
loaning institutions and. material 
supply firms.’
